In 
Guilty Man Shot toy the Sheriff 


Presence of His Friends. 


The street commissioner of Atoka 


has removed one of the oldest Indian 
landmarks of the town. It was a bois 
d'rtrc post ten feet long and twelve 
inches in diameter iu the middle of 
what is now known as B street. It 
was placed there forty-eight years ago 
by the Choctaw Indians and for many 
years was used by them ;\s a whipping 
post. Under the Indian laws any per- 
son who was convicted of theft was 
tied to this post aud given fifty lashes 
on the bare back. For the second of- 
fense he was siven a hundred lashes, 
and for the third offense the penalty 
was death. 


In inflicting the death penalty a 


block of wood w.is laid 011 the ground 
against the post. The victim was 
stripped to his waist and was made to 
sit upon this block. His hands were 
tied behind him, his arms reaching 
around the post, with a white spot 
painted over his heart The sheriff, 
who was the executioner, started at 
the feet of the prisoner and walked ten 
steps towjird ihe sun.

SEEING THE FAIR 


IN DETAIL 


Tales of tha Woods—Porcupines Still 


Throw Their Quills at Some Folks. 
Revelations From Wisconsin—A Sto- 
ry of a Great Victory on Lake Erie. 
Alaskan Fisheries and a Washington 
Plank.

Up iu Wisconsin the porcupine is 


known as the "lost man's food." In 
Wisconsin'* exhibit of forestry a. case 
of these odd brethren of the woods 
look at the passing throng with that 
nonchalance affected by taxidermists. 
I thought it was an exploded notion 
that porcupines threw their quills, but 
A. L. Rowe, who represents Wiscon- 
sin here, tells me it is not. Only the 
other day, said Mr. Itowe, an imagi- 
native visitor stopped with his com- 
panion in front of the porcupines, 
jabbed his finger into the companion's 
side to awaken him, pointed to the 
animals and said: 


"See them porkypines? Them's the 


fellers that throws their quills. See 
them quills? They're sharp as fork 
tines, an' they throws 'em like darts. 
I had the gol blainedest time 'bout five 
year ago you ever heerd about. 1 was 
goiu' along the road when all 'twonct 
some 
porkypines begins 
tbrowin' 


quills. Gee, but I must 'a looked like 
a ches'nut burr when I got away from 
'um. They must a throw'd 'urn ten 
feet for I wau't closter than that t' 
any tree." 


So the porcupine still throws his 


quills and lizards count the small boy's 
teeth if he holds his mouth open and 
lots of other strange things happen as 
of yore. 


The law protect" the Wisconsin por- 


cupine, and he may not be killed ex- 
cept iu time of stress to the forest 
traveler. The Indian relishes the por- 
cupine's flesh, but the white man does 
uot take it from choice. The deer, fine 
specimens of which adorn this exhibit, 
is another protected creature of Wis- 
consin woods. Only during the last 
twenty days of November may deer be 
killed legally, and no hunter may slay 
more than two. As an example for 
lawmakers in other states I may men- 
tion that venison cannot be sold legally 
or shipped from the state except when 
accompanied by the person owning it. 


The badger, the emblem of the state, 


has no law back of him, but he is won- 
derfully self reliant in a paw to paw 
encounter. "He can dig like a steam 
shovel," said 3Ir. Rowe. "I went after 
one -with a shovel one day, and he kept 
ahead of me, making a fresh burrow 
faster than I could dig." 


The black bear still abounds in north- 


ern Wisconsin and knows no law ex- 
cept his natural fear of man. 
The 


state makes no fish exhibit, though few 
states can boast more opportunities for 
the fisherman. 


Beautiful woods are here from Wis- 


consin—"The best curly birch and ma- 
ple we have ever seeu," s.tys Mr. Rowe. 
All sorts of finishing woods and little 
suggestions are here that make one 
want to build a house straightway to 
make use of them. Red oak and black 
ash stand for the hard woods of the 
state, and cork pine—the choicest of 
the white pines—supplies the finest of 
materials for doors and casings. Here, 
too, are beautiful bv "-. for paneling 
and other fancy uses, 
-he enemies of 


trees and examples of their destructive 
work are here in cases, a score or so, 
which prove that Wisconsin has her 
troubles, along with sister states, and 
•which suggest that she will need bet- 
ter laws for the protection of all wild 
birds that live upon insects. 


I stopped to examine some of the 


boats of modern build. 
Everything 


here is suggestive of life along stream 
and shore or in the dark, damp depths 
of forest recesses. 


"Do you own a shotgun?'' said a 


voice behind me. Amid such scenes it 
is embarrassing to confess unfamiliar- 
ity with their fullest meaning and rich- 
est experiences. 


"I am fond of boats," said I. 
"You 
see that boat there? W'y, 


that's a tub! The bulge is in the 
vrroug place. A boat runs best on its 
own foam. 
Makes me think o' the 


time my brother an' I cum it over a 
Englishman 'long the north shore o' 
Lake Erie. There was a sailin' race 
every year near us, an' I sez to my 
brother, 'Bob, let's build a boat an' 
go in that race.' I was always great 
on boat models. It's a knack. So we 
cut our own logs an' took 'em to the 
mill an' had things made our own 
way. 
Besides our own work that sail- 


boat cost us jus' §90. 


'•When the race came off we were 


on hand with plenty o' sail. The race 
was in three directions, three miles 
each time to a buoy and back, eighteen 
miles iu all. This was where we met 
the Englishman. Well, you'd oughter 
seen that race. Our rough, homemade 
boat led off, and when we came in at 
the end of the third loop we were six 
mile? ahead. 


"After the race Mr. Englishman 


came orer to see us. He looked the 
boat over and bimeby said he, 'Do you 
want to sell 'erV 'Oh,' I says, 'we ain't 
perticularly 
anxious about 
sellinV 


Brother Bob was one of these anxious 
fellers an' got aroun' where he could 
whisper to me. all excited. 'Sell 'er'.' 
I turned around an' took 'im by the 
arm an' led 'im to t'other end o' the 
boat. 'Bob,' I says, 'you jus' shet your 
mouth an' keep it shet; I know what 
I'm doiu'.' Then I went back to the 
Englishman an' I says to 'im, 'I have 
jus' talked with my brother, an' we 
have decided that we will sell for 
$1.500.' 
'Oh,' says the Englishman, 


• 'taint worth it. Look how rough she 
ii.' 'Yea,' faid I, 'but she can go. All 


the need* is a !ltt!» ^rapm' an<? var- 
nishin' to make 'er l<~.ok pretty.' 'Can't 
you do better 'u fifteen hundred?' says 
lie. 'No. that's bottom,' says 1. '"Well, 
rome along over to the bank,' says he. 
An* Bob an' me went home with fifteen 
hundred. 


"Next year we built another boat, 


finished it up as fi'K- as a varnished 
fiddle and beat |he boat we had built 
and sold to the Englishman the year 
before. We sold thi't boat for $3,000 
to the same Englishman." 


This was the lesson I found at the 


displays of boats—that the success'of a 
boat lies first in its model. The real 
art is in the model. 


Here is Alaska,-a vast expanse of can- 


vas upon the south wall of the Forest- 
ry palace. 
A stream of real water 


comes out of somewhere at the left, 
gurgles and splashes over seeming 
rocks and flows off elsewhere behind 
some Alaskan cabins. Reality blends 
with the seeming, and you feel it pull- 
ing you that way to see it all. It is a 
pretentious -display of the vast Alaskan 
salmon fisheries. 1'ou may here become 
familiar with a great industry, even to 
a sampling of the products, and learn 
a list of things about salmon that few 
of us can offhand claim to know. Here 
is a model of a salmon cannery, with 
tiny models of men handling the salm- 
on from life to labeled package. The 
big fish of Puget sound are also here in 
tanks, but not in life, and you may 
know the salmon by such names as 
"humpback," "sockeye," the silver or 
cohoe salmon and the royal chinook. 
Another is the dog salmon, different 
from the dogfish of the shark family. 
The wolf fish is in another tank, and his 
ferocious looks well suggest his name. 
The state of Washington graphically il- 
lustrates with models and apparatus 
how she is fostering the salmon indus- 
try by propagating :md planting salm- 
on fry by the million. 


As a'part of the forestry exhibit of 


Washington there is one thing that 
seems to catch every e3-e—one of those 
biggest things that always attract—a 
spruce pla»k in one piece twelve feet 
eight inches -wide. To saw such a plank 
was impossible in the old days of the 
jig saw run by an o\ershot water-wheel 
or in the later days of the big circle 
saw. This plank was made with one 
of the great band sa-n s that are devour- 
ing the transrocky forests. The huge 
plank bears a map of the great state 
from which it comes.

ARMY MANEUVER DETAILS. 


Blues and Browns to Play War Game 


on Ball Run Battlefield. 


The details of the autumn army ma- 


neuvers to take place over the Bull 
Run battlefield at Manassas were set- 
tled the other day, says the New York 
Tribune. 


In the first m-oblem one army (to be 


known as the Blue" "army) has its base 
on the Potomac at Washington. It is 
proceeding westward against a Brown 
army, operating toward Washington 
from the Shenandoah valley. 
The 


leading corps of the Blues consists of 
two divisions, a real one being at Ma- 
nassas and the other, an imaginary one, 
at Fairfax Court House. The irnag- 
inaiy division is supposed to be pre- 
paiing to move forward from Alexan- 
dria. The Brown army is similarly di- 
vided, the real division being at Thor- 
oughfare and the imaginary one sup- 
posed to be at Front Royal. The rest 
of the Browns are at Strasburg, pre- 
pared to advance. 


This is the general situation of the 


opposing armies at the beginning of 
the maneuvers. The rest of the prob- 
lem concerns itself with the attack 
by the Blues and the efforts of the 
Brown commander to make his dis- 
positions with a view of holding his 
own against the actual divisions and 
re-enforcements. 


The second series -of maneuvers is 


the operation of the Blue army, as- 
sembled at Washington, against the 
Browns, operating from the Shenan- 
doah. The Blue commander is to take 
up a defensive position to repel the 
attack of the Browns, who are assist- 
ed by heavy re-cuforcements, which he 
knows are in their rear. The Browns 
are to attack without delay to pre- 
vent the union of the main body of 
the Blues before its re-enforcements 
arrive, trusting to the attack of its first 
(real) division to hold the Blue divi- 
sion until supported by the Brown re- 
enforcements. 
Vhe problem for the 


Blues is to resist the Browns, know- 
ing that the enemy's re-enforcements 
are rapidly approaching. This will pre- 
vent the Blues from making counter 
offensive flanking movements.' The 
Brown commander must attack as 
soon as possible, knowing that his re- 
enforcements will arrive first, which 
gives him opportunity for more ex- 
tensive offensive movements. 


In the first maneuvers the railroad 


from Front Royal to Manassas is sup- 
posed to be demolished and not avail- 
able to the Browns. In the second 
set the railroad irom the south is also 
supposed to be cut out of service. The

promptly at 3 p. in. each day, when 
the casualties -n ill be computed and 
deducted from p;ifh side. 


Ga» I/Ife Buoys For Boat*. 


Some of Chicasi/s passenger steam- 


ers are to be supplied with gas life 
buoys to rescue those who fall over- 
board at night, says the Chicago Trib- 
une. The buoy. ;>.liov» which will burn 
si brilliant gas jot for a considerable 
time, is lighted a< soon as it strikes 
the water. Extended tests of the buoys 
made by official.; of the Goodrich line 
have proved ssitisfnctory. Sailors and 
passengers falling from steamers io 
the nighttime, although in many cases 
able swimmers, have almost always 
perished through inability to find life 
preservers cast overboard for their 
uw.

Mr 
Miller is a pronounced anti-expansion- 
ist, and he sees a gloomy prospect 
ahead for the Republican party tmdei 
Its present leadership. 


Smiley N. Chambers ,of this city, 


who was United States district attor- 
ney under Harrison, and was formerly 
one of the principal managers of In- 
diana Republican campaigns ,said in 
a recent interview: 


"The personality of Mr. Parker ib 


satisfactorily to the entire people ol 
this country. No one, Republican or 
Democrat, can object to him. Ihe 
personality of President Roosevelt is 
obnoxious to many of the business in- 
terests of tlip country." 


Numerous other friends of President 


Harrison* w?io will not consent to oe 
interviewed for 
publication 
are ex- 


pressing themselves in the same vein. 
Among them is one of General Harri 
son's former law partners, who is in 
the front rank of Indiana lawyers. 


The Indiana Democrats are very 


hopeful of electing a majority of the 
State Legislature. It has been several 
years since The Democrats made a real 
fight to secure control of the .Legis- 
lature. Two years ago they gave the 
General Assembly to the Republicans 
by default. The Democrats have start- 
ed in thi s year to win back every Dis- 
trict thus lost ,and also to try for dis- 
tricts that are usually Republican, by 
small majorities.

Rules For This 


Season. 


The changes in the football ruios 


for 1904 in the main affect most ser- 
iously the scrimmage 
development 


Last year, between the two 25-yard 


lines in the middle of the field a team 
was restricted to seven men in the 
line, but inside the 25-yard Hue. that 
Is. nearer the goal line, the old forma- 
tions were admissable. 


This year a team never can have less 


than six men on the rush line, and if 
only six men who plays behind the 
line must be outside the man occupy- 
ing the position of the end of the lino 
of scrimmage. But it is admissable 
to run the part of the field, so long as 
the above quarter back at the time and 
and in any position as he runs at least 
five yards outside of the sport where 
the ball was put in play. 


The change next in importance is 


probably that regarding scoring. Un- 
der the rules of 1904 a field kick goal- 
insiead of scoring five points as it has 
for many years, will count but four. 
This will be true whether the goal is 
made by a drop kick or a place kiolc 
from the catch, or a kick from place- 
ment on the scrimmage. 


In case of interference with a 


making a fair catch, the totended side 
can have their choice of putting the 
tail in play by a scrimmage, in which 
case they leceive 15 yards, or putting 
it in play by a free kick, in which case 
they can have five yards. The same 


is-- true regarding a man who has been 
thrown to the ground after making a 
fair catch.

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HISTORY 


AND iTS EDUCATIONAL VALUE BY 


PROF. SCHOOLER. 


An Extract From a Talk Given By a 


Licking County Teacher and 


Author. 


The Educational Value cf History 


v:as the subject of an interesting talk 
recently givtn by Prof. Z. H. Schooler 
of Perryton, before a teachers' orj:ani- 
i-tuion. 
Prol". Schooler recently pub- 


lished -a book, a history that has met 
•with favorahle comment among edu- 
cators. He said in part: 


If history were merely the narra- 


tion of events in chronological order, 
and teaching history meant only hear- 
ing recitations, keeping the fingsrs on 
the place in the ordinary text-book, 
asking the questions at the bottom of 
the page, the educational value of the 
subject would hardly be worth con- 
sidering. But wo find in history the 
records of life in its most sisnificanr, 
aspects, and the method of teaching 
need not concern us in estimating its 
value. 


History, from a Greek word mean- 


ing to learn by inquiry, is a system- 
atic account of the achievements 
of 


men 
with an 
explanation oE iheir 


causes and results. It addresses itselt 
to the imaginary and brings the past 
before us in such a way that we not 
only see the 
connection 
of events 


v. hich succeed one another, but 
are 


moved by the; spirit of that particular 
age. 


lyy studying history we may add 


much to knowledge already acquired. 
The memory may be supplied with in- 
teresting and important facts. 
But 


the educational value of the subject 
is not close to tills. History may not 
train the reasoning power to such an 
extent as mathematics and logic; it 
may not be equal to language, in de- 
veloping minute discriminations, and 
modes of expression; 
however, its 


utility in the practical affairs of every 
day life arc- none the less marked. 


The student of history soon identi- 


fies himself 
with the great human 


family. He has a place in a long line 
cf ancestors. He forms a better esti- 
mate of humanity by studying its ac- 
tivity under various conditions and 
apart from his own surroundings and 
age. Deeds of honor and courage at- 
tract and make lasting 
impressions 


upon the mind. He believes what man 
has done man can do., aud is ready to 
imitate the illustrious and noblu ex- 
amples of life and character. 


History 
removes the 
prejudice, 


makes reasoning practical, and exer- 
cises the judgment. Historical events 
are almost always the result of a num- 
ber of causes. 
TJnlees these are pro- 


perly understood, prejudice rules the 
mind. In history conclusions must be 
reached 
where the conditions of a 


strictly logical process 
ate wanting. 


His good judgment insures success 
more than an endowment of a pow- 
erful reasoning faculty. 
The highest 


successes in life, in statesmanship, in 
legislation, in work, in industrial pur- 
suits and professional Iif2 are attain- 
ed by those who possess the greatest 
skill in weighing probabilities and 
estimating 
them at heir true value. 


By drawing conclusions from a series 
of mere probabilities we are forming 
in a speculative way the • same kind 
of labor that is forced upon us by the 
affairs of every clay life. 


The study of history shows us the 


slowness of social progress, teaches 
patience to those who lack it, gives 
hope to those who grow discouraged, 
and emphasizes the futilitv of seeking 
impracticable ideas. It 'should result 
ir: quickening the intelligence, enlarg- 
ing the sympathies and broadening 
the charities of life. We become 
united in sympathy with the genera-
